The mayor gave 
bread and salt to the monarchs as they | 
were whirled’ away in royal carriages | 
with postillons as escorts. 


Crowns Are Blessed. 


The royal family and guests entered 
the new cathedral, erected over the 
ruins of the church built by Michael 
the Brave, who in medieval times 
united Roumania and Transylvania. 
There Metropolitan Runaia blessed the 
crowns—the king’s made of captured 
Turkish guns and the queen's of Tran- 
sylvanian gold. 

The cerermony in the church was 
dramatic with its music, incense, and 
slow movements of the Orthodox 
priests. One peasant delegate stood 
with the generals and diplomats. 

Thg president of the senate present- 
ed the king’s crown, which the king 
placed upon his own head. The king 
then received the queen's crown from 
the president of the chamber and be-

3 DIE, 100 HURT 
IN BERLIN RIOT 


Reds Raid Nationalists; 
Battle Police.

BERLIN, Oct. 15.—Three killed and 
100 wounded is the toll of today’s com- 
munistic activities in Berlin, which are 
looked upon as frerunnefs of similar 
upfisings in central Germany. Com- 
munist leaders ordered their fighting 
squads to break up meetings of mem- 
bers of the “ League for Freedom and 
Order” this morning. In the first at- 
tack the nationalists were beaten. 
Twenty were carried away and robbed 
of all their clothes. 

The communists, armed with dag- 
gers knives, hammers, and sticks, out- 


} 
numbered the police, who were unpre- 


pared, despite threats published in yes- 
terday’s comm ynistic Rote Fahne [Red 
Flag]. The communists not only at- 
tacked the members of the league and 
the police, but harmless passersby out 
for a Sunday walk on Unter den Lin- 
den. Three were seized, badly mauled. 


Two Policemen Killed. 


‘ Police headquarters was slow in 
sending reinforcements. The com- 
‘unists seized the weapons of the 


licemen, killing two of them, stab- 
bing another with his own sword, and 
fracturing the skull of a fourth with 
the butt of his own gun. 

The police advanced slowly and suc- 
ceeded in clearing the space, after a 
severe fight. Numerous policemen 
were wounded. The meeting of the 
nationalists was held after the com- 
munists were beaten off. e 


Reds Attack Students. 


The reds then concentrated near a 
university where a new rector was to 
be installed with the usual pomp. Men 
and women students in historical garb 
were marching toward the university 
when they were attacked by the com- 
munists, who wounded many of them 
seriously, One died. Police reinforce- 
ments arrived and the communists re- 
tired to Dorotheen strasse, where they 
robbed forty passersby. Some were 
forced to go home in their underwear.

ADRIANOPLE, Oct. 156-~-The Greek 
evacuation of Thrace is under way. 
The Greek army began moving out at 
midnigh}. Greek civilians are pouring 
across the Maritga river bridgé into 
Karagach, which is outside the Turk’ 
frontier, Families are carrying furni- 
ture. A wealthy Greek tobacco mer- 
chant is staggering under the weight 
of a piano. 

Greek troops tonight are moying 
artillery to Karagach, asserting they 
will be prepared to bombard Adria- 


nople if the Turks massacre any Chris- | 


tians. Asa result of this threat efforts 
are being made to hasten the arrival of 
French cavalry here to maintain order. 
French* troops are marching across 
country and English troops havd. 
reached Rodosto. 

Investigation by the allies of the 
burning of villages discloses the fact 
that these towns were fired by the 
Greeks when they evacuated. None 
of the towns contained any Turkish in- 
habitants. The Greeks préferred to set

Find No Turk Atrocities. 
Allied officers asserted tonight they 
had not discovered any Turkish atroci- 
ties. Only four murders have occurred 
in the entire region in the last ten 
days. <All were ordinary crimes. 

About 60,000 panic stricken .Greek 
families are massed at Rodosto. Hun- 
dreds tried forcibly to board two steam- 
ships which had been sefit to transport 
the army to Salonika. The officers 
flourished revolvers to keep the mob 
back. 

Despite the Greeks’ fear of mas- 
sacres, allied commissioners say they 
do not believe the Turks will resort to 
atrocities, but merely will confiscate 
the property and belongings of the 
Greeks. Armenians and Jews are not 
fleeing. They say they prefer to wait 
and take their chances with the Turks. 

Greek Troops in Bad Shape.’ 

Inspection of the Greek troops which 
have garrisoned Thrace for three years 
and many units recently transferred 
here from Asia Minor reveals the rea- 
son for the completeness of the Turks’ 
victory in Anatolia. They are ragged, 
filthy, unkempt, mahy of them bare- 
foot, and a large majority extremely 
youthful. They seem on the verge of 
open mutiny. 

Scarcely any of the soldiers carry 
arms, which military discipline regards 
as the gravest breach’ of discipline. 
Many have thrown away their rifies, 
entrenching tools, and other parapher- 
nalia. : ae 

The soldiers do not salute their offi-. 
cers. They lool in the railway sta- 
tions and grin at their helpless, dirty, 
swordiess officers, who are scarcely 
any better off than the men. 

Supply Service Breaks Down. 

The whole Greek army is massed 
along the railway, ewaiting trains to 
transport them\ to Greece. Supply. 
services have broken down and the 
troops ar existing on coarse black 
bread, grapes, meat from hastily 
slaughtered cows and sheep, which 
they seize from the peasants. To- 
bacco is requisitioned from the Turks. 

The Turks will find Thrace about as 
bare and empty as no man’s land when 
they arrive. When the Greeks came 
in three years ago, they made things 
so uncomfortable that all the Turks 
left. So the countryside now is being 
depopulated ag the Greeks know the 
Turks will.do the same thing. Only

Pleased at American Interest. * 


“The people and government of 
Japan are noting with deep gratifica- 
tion the appreciation being shown by 
Americans of Japanese policies, espe- 
cially those regarding Japan’s neigh- 
bors in Asia,” the premier said, “ but 
one error prevails in some quarters of 
America that I should like to cor- 
rect. This is the belief that Japan's 
attitude may be that of the present 
administration only. Such is not the 
case. . 

“Japan is determined to maintain 
the rich valuable accord brought about 


as a result of her alliance with the’ 


nations of the world that recently de- 
fended civilization in tHe great war, 
those who associated themselves with 
the league of nations, and those also 
who came together at the Washington 
conference, achieving such valuable 
treaties and agreements. The determi- 
nation of Japan as a whole is that the 
fruits of these undertakings are s0 
valuable to mankind that they shall 
not be lost by any action or failure on 
her part. The whole people of Japan 
are behind these associations. What- 
ever government comes into power in 
this country it must follow the same 
general policy. 
Japan’s Pledges Fulfilled. 

“Since the Washington conference 
Japan has given many evidences that 
she is adhering not only to the agree- 
ments reached there, but we have gone 
beyond the literal requirements in sev- 
eral conspicuous instances. For exam-

“ Regarding Shantung, we have ful-

Reduce Army and Navy. 

“An international customs agree- 
ment providing for incteased customs 
to China will soon. be effective, while 
negotiations are under way between 
China and Japan for terminating the 
Japanese postoffices, which will close, 
according to a promise, before the first 
of the year. Both the army and navy 
budgets have been reduced and a re 
duction of the personnel in both 
branches of Japan’s defensive forces 
is contemplated. 

“Japan entered Siberia at an invita- 
tion from the powers, including Amer- 
ica. Since the withdrawal of her allie# 
Japan has been guarding the vast 
amount of munitions in Viadivostok. 
Now comes the time for the Japanese 
to withdraw. This will leave no Jap- 
anese troops on Siberian soil to pre- 
vent the munitions-from falling into 
the hands of whomsoever is strong 
enough to.take them.

He is ignorant be- 
cause America has fajled to teach him, 

How may we change the Mike Hanchers in this 
country from foreigners to Americans? Here is 
one idea: ’ 

The first thing an immigrant learns is the value 
of our coins and currency. He learns to recognize 
silver dollars and ten dollar bills without effort. 
But he doesn’t know the picture on one Dill is 
George Washington, on another Abraham Lincoln, 
or another U. S. Grant. He doesn’t know why 
those faces appear on his money, and he doesn’t 
care. It is said that “money talks.” Why not 
make it say something worth while to the foreign- 
ers in our midst? When a banker cashes a pay 
check, handing out bills with Washington's pic- 
ture on them, why not hand out a pamphiet printed 
in the language of his customer telling why that 
picture is on the money? Or when the paymaster 
of a company employing foreign labor gives out

GARY’S GOLDEN RULE. 


Elbert H. Gary, chairman of the United States 
Steel corporation, speaking before a chamber of 
commerce meeting in New York, urged the doctrine 
of a square deal all>around to combat vicious 
propaganda spread during and since the war, and 
to assure the safety of society and promote the 
prosperity of the United States. 

“I recommend,” he says, “ that those of us who 
occupy positions high in the business world should 
| make certain at all times and in every way, what- 
-ever we do, that we treat our business associates 
|right, that. we treat our neighbors rigbt, that we 
treat our employés right, and that we treat the 
public right. Then stand up for our own rights,” 
| It sounds very golden rulish and both idealistic 
and practical. It creates an atmosphere so pure 
| ahd fine’that a rude question seems almost a dese- 
cration, but we cannot refrain from asking a couple. 

Why, with such high ideals, does Mr. Gary allow 
the continuation of the twelve hour day in the 
steel industry? Why does he maintain and defend 
the “ Pittsburgh Plus” practice? 

The first has to do with treating his employés 
right. If we take this speech at its face value, he 
beligyes that it is right to work men twelve hours 
a day, and in some cases seven days a week, leav- 
ing them, outside of the necessary eight hours’ 
sleep, only four hours a day in which to travel to 
and from their jobs, eat their meals, cultivate the 
acquaintance of their families, perform routine 
domestic and persona! tasks, find recreation, read, 
and otherwise improve themselves, and, incidental- 
ly, fulfill the duties of citizenship. Also, apparently, 
he does not consider this a bad example or prece- 
dent for society. 

The second question has to do with treating 
his neighbors and the public right. By maintaining 
and defending the “ Pittsburgh Plus” practice he 
approves the taking of an annual toll of $75,000,000, 
or thereabouts, from residents of the middle west 
for the benefit of capitalists, and, to a less extent, 
of labor in the east. He imposes undoubted hard- 
ship on a large section of the, country for the 
financial profit of another section, and incidentally 
for his own profit. 

There seems to be considerable inconsistency 
between the Gary speech and the Gary practice. 
We dislike to impeach such high and, we believe, 
wise ideals as those set forth in the speech, but 
we believe they would be more effective if sup- 
ported by action, such as abolition of the twelve 
hour day and “ Pittsburgh Plus.”

erful and prosperous nation in the world today. 


WARS AND THEIR MAKING. 


Canadians are said to be thinking rather seri- 
ously on the subject of their status in the empire 
because of the recent war scare, We don’t blame 
tgem, An invitation to send a Canadian contingent 
to the near east in case the Turks decided to fight 
was received fromethe home government. No one 
doubted what the answer would be, but just be- 
cause the imperial government can rely upon the 
loyalty and high spirit of the Canadians is a rea- 
son why Canadians might well give some pretty 
serious thought to their rights and interests in im- 
perial organization. : 

To an American the situation seems a bit remi- 
niscent of our own colonial issue with what was then 
the home government, taxation without representa- 
tion. At any rate, it doesn’t seem fair that the 
British government alone should make wars and 

* then ‘call on the dominions and colonies to pay for 
them. Even though the very highest motives 
are cemceded the British foreign policy, there are 
questions of right and of expediency in any course 
proposed which the Canadians, Australians, and 
South Africanders must feel they are fitted to pass 
upon and have a right to pass upon if they are to 
help pay for consequences. 

. As for ourselves, the more we learn of the ramifi- 
cations of ‘European politics, the better satisfied 


_- 4 We are with our so-called selfish isolation. Save for 


a minority of sentimentalists, we don’t count it un- 
duly selfish to be free from “ invitations” to save 
imperialist stakes sought and seized by statesmen 
whom we do not and cannot control. We have 
watched the selfish scrambling and breaking of 
faith which has nearly precipitated another war, 
and we look at the map made in Europe since the 


overthrow of Germany and are thankful a sturdy | 


respect for our great tradition, plus.our instinct of 
self-preservation, kept us out of a system which 
has made peace worse than war. 

In fact, Americans have a new interest in maps 
since 914, and lately we've been looking again at 
that region where so many futile wars have been 
fought.

The soviet government some time ago refused 
to accept a proposal that an American economic 
mission be admitted to investigate Russian con- 
ditions in order to ascertain a basis for credits 
and resumption of trade relations. It was not, 
indeed, a refusal in form, but rather a counter pro- 
posal that America should receive a Russian mis- 
| sion of inquiry. 

Our government, naturally enough, rejected it 
as impertinent in both genses of the word. We 
are asking nothing of Russia; .why should we put 
ourselves under investigation? | 

We doubt the good sense, however, of our re- 
fusal of the soviet counter proposal. Why should 
we not permit a Russian commission to study our 
conditions? We may concede that the mission had 
nothing to do with the question of Russia’s respon- 
sibility; yet why treat soviet politics seriously? 

Doubtless the real reason for our refusal was 
founded on the probability that the Russian mis- 
sion would have a report made up in advance, 
condemning capitalism.and all its works; such re- 
port to be illustrated by observations carefully se- 
lected of such social evils as exist, exaggerated to 
appear representative. Enough testimony could be 
adduced from our American radicals to make a 
strong indictment before the Russian people, who 
are largely illiterate and shut off from any pos- 
sibility .of reliable information. 


Yet a mission from Russia might bé a blessing 
to that country if it were fairly composed and 
disposed. If it could be made up of intelligent 
representatives of the peasantry and mechanic 
class and they could be protected from persecu- 
tion for honest reporting, a policy of practical 
restoration might be built upon its conclusions. 
Lenin himself might find it a help in gaining sup- 
port for his compromises, his strategic retreat 
toward capitalism which has been the most strik- 
ing phenomenon of his later rule. 


i If the peasants could know what the American 


| farmer has done under democracy and what stand- 
ard of life he maintains, it would be a revelation 
to them. Perhaps it would be too much for 
sovietism and the bolshevik politicians may be wise 
not to chance it. But it is a great pity a real 
mission could not come to us and tell the Rus- 
sian people honestly what they learned of the 
achievements of democracy under capitalism and 


liberty.

The average time devoted 
to members of class 1 was 2.1 months, 
while six months was the average time 
given to the members of class 5. 

Intellectual ability, educational ad- 
vantages, and book learning seemed to 
be of no advantage asa background 
for a course in ip reading. It depended 
more upon “intuition and imagination 
than it did upon analytical acumen and 
memory,” to quote Dr. Berry.
